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Why It Has Unusual 


Furore and triumphs of “Swedish 
Nightingale’s” first 10 days in 
America, under lively manage- 
ment of. P. T. Barnum, to be 
duplicated with exact fidelity— 
Frieda Hempel to impersonate 
the “divine Jenny,” singing her 
identical program at Castle 
Garden and wearing duplicate 
of her gown—Story of Bar- 
num’s amusing publicity cam- 
paign -O- -0- -O- 


N WEDNESDAY of this week, the 
one-hundredth anniversary of the 
birth of Jenny Lind, there will be- 
gin a festival unique among the 
honors which have been paid to 
the memories of eminent singers. 

3 At the old Castle Garden, New 
York City, a pageant will be presented repro- 
ducing, in every detail, one of the most aston- 
ishing triumphs of puffery in the world, which 
was engineered by no less a personage than 
Phineas T. Barnum, impresario of humbug and 
genius among press agents. This was the first 
concert given in America by the “Swedish 
Nightingale,” which occurred at Castle Garden 
on Sept. 11, 1850. 


The seating arrangements will be the same as 
on that historic night, the program will be iden- 
tical with that given by the “divine Jenny,” and 
Frieda Hempel, impersonating the diva, wil! be 
attired in a dress duplicating that worn by 
Jenny Lind. The festivities are to continue 10 
days, and will include a rehearsal of the in- 
credible scenes of furore which attended the 
singer's arrival in this country. A description 
of the event makes highly interesting reading, 
even 70 years after it occurred. 

It was in 1849 that Barnum conceived the idea 
of bringing Jenny Lind to the United States. 
This undertaking, the famous showman mod- 
estly admits, “was bold in its conception, complete in 
its development and astounding in its success; an en- 
terprise never before or since equaled in managerin'! 
annals.” 

Garnum had never heard Jenny Lind sing, and her 
name was unknown in America. The showman records 
the alarm felt when a railroad conductor, to whom he 
announced that Jenny Lind was coming, replied: “Is 
she a dancer?” But Barnum had heard of the sensa- 
tion which attended her debut in London. 
this, she possessed three qualities which, with a 
skillful use of printer’s ink, he believed could be em- 
ployed to transform her into a popular heroine. 

The first was her “angelic disposition,” although 
Barnum later confessed that her good-nature was con- 
siderably less celestial than it was famed to be. The 
second was her spotlessness of reputation, at that time 
considered a wonder.of wonders among theatrical folk. 
The third was her lavish benevolence, her charities 
being the talk of Europe. 

Miss Lind was first averse to making a contract with 
Barnum, she having been warned that he was a mere 
showman, who, for the sake of making money by the 
speculation, would not scruple to put her in a box 
and exhibit her through the country at 25 cents a head. 
But she was won over by a picture of Barnum’s resi- 
dence at Bridgeport, a palace which he called “Irani- 
stan.” This picture Barnum cannily printed on his 
stationery. The diva felt that she could trust a man 
who lived in such a house. 

In order to bind the contract, it was necessary for 
Barnum to place $187,500 in the hands of the singer's 
London bankers. He scraped together every available 
penny, besieged the banking houses in New York, sold 
several pieces of property, and at last found himself 
still $5000 short. This amount was unexpectedly 
loaned to him by a Philadelphia clergyman. 


With his last resources pledged, Barnum began a 
mighty publicity campaign. He offered $200 for a prize 
ode, “Greeting to America,” to be sung by Jenny Lind 
at her first concert. Several hundreds of effusions 
were submitted, and the prize was awarded to Bayard 
Taylor, later famous as the translator of “Faust.” The 
hundreds of disappointed poets broke into print with 
their recriminations, which brought more advertising. 
One of them represented Barnum as addressing this 
apostrophe to the singer: 
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“So, Jenny, come along! You're just the card for me, 
And quit these Kings and Queens, for the country of 


the free; 

They'll welcome you with speeches, and serenades and 
rockets, 

And you will touch their hearts, and I will tap their 
pockets; 


And if between us both the public isn’t skinned, 
Why, my name isn’t Barnum, nor your name Jenny 
Lind.”’ 


Milliners, mantu makers and shopkeepers were en- 
listed, with the result that there were Jenny Lind 
gloves, Jenny Lind bonnets, Jenny Lind riding habits, 
Jenny Lind shawls, mantillas, robes, chairs, sofas, 
pianos. It was announced that the singer would de- 
vote $10,000 of her receipts from the first two concerts 
to a list of charities to be drawn up by the Mayor of 
New York. Barnum instituted an auction of the 
seats for the opening night, and the first ticket was 
bid in for $225. One thousand tickets were sold on 
the first day for an aggregate of $10,141. 

“Little did the public see,” exclaims Barnum, “the 
hand which indirectly pulled at their heart-strings, 
preparatory to a relaxation of their purse-strings.” 
Biographies of the “Swedish Nightingale’ were widely 
circulated; “foreign correspondence” dated from the 
capitals of Europe, and written by Barnum in New 
York for the newspapers, celebrated her past triumphs 
and glorified her charities, her character and her “an- 
gelic disposition.” ‘Songs, quadrilles and polkas were 
dedicated to her, and hired poets smote the lyre in her 
praise. 

Miss Lind and her party arrived on Sept. 1. Thou- 
sands of persons covered the shipping and piers; and 
other thousands thronged the wharf at Canal street. 
The wildest enthusiasm prevailed as the steamer ap- 
proached the dock; one man fell into the water and 
was nearly drowned, according to the press agent; who 
added that Miss Lind, witnessing the “accident,” was 
much alarmed. 

A bower of green trees, decorated with flags, was 
erected on the dock, with two triumphal arches. One 
bore the legend, “Welcome, Jenny Lind,” and the sec- 
ond, surmounted by the American eagle, bore the in- 
scription, “Welcome to America.” Barnum’s private

carriage was waiting, and the singer was placed 
in it. The showman mounted the box at the 
driver’s side “as a legitimate advertisement,” 
he says, defensively, and the cavalcade drove to 
the Irving House. 


Within 10 minutes after the arrival at the ho- 
tel, it was surrounded by a multitude of 20,000 
persons,: nor did the number diminish during 
the day or night. At midnight Miss Lind was 
serenaded by the New York Musical Fund So- 
ciety, numbering 200 must s, who were 
escorted to the hotel by 300 firemen in red 
shirts, bearing torches. The crowd in the 
streets was bigger than ever. The calls for 
Jenny Lind was so vehement that Barnum 
led her through a window to the balcony. There 
was a tumult of cheering lasting many minutes. 


Ten days were te elapse before the opening 
concert, and one can imagine how busy Bar- 
num was with his press matter. The singer's 
rooms were crowded with visitors, including 
dignitaries of church and state, and the car- 
riages of distinguished and wealthy stood be- 
fore the hotel at all hours of the day. The 
London Times published an ironical account, 
several columns long, of sayings and doings at- 
tending the “Jenny Lind mania” during the 10 
days after her arrival in New York. 


Finally came the night of the great concert. 
Barnum tells proudly of his “100 ushers, with 
rosettes, and bearing wands tipped with rib- 
bons of several hues.” The doors opened at 5 
o'clock, although the program did not begin till 
8 As Jenny Lind was led before the footlights, 
the audience sprang to its feet and welcomed 
her with three cheers, to the waving of thou- 
sands of hats and handkerchiefs. The diva was 
much agitated at her reception, but recovered 
her self-possession before she had sung a dozen 
notes of her opening “aria, “Casta diva.” She 
was not permitted to finish it, the throng drown- 
ing the last part of the number with a tempest 
of acclamations. “The musical powers of Jenny 
Lind exceeded the most brilliant anticipations,”’ 
records a scribe. At the end of the concert the 
singer was called to the stage many times, and 
then, after “vociferous cries” for Barnum, the 
showman “reluctantly responded to their de- 
mand.” 


Bhus began a nine months’ tour of the United 
States and Cuba, comprising 95 concerts, the re- 
ceipts of which were $712,161.34. The singer's share was 
$176,675.09, and that of the lucky impresario $535,486.25. 
After comparing these two figures Miss Lind decided to 
dispense with the services of a manager, and for some 
months gave concerts under her own management. 
Five concerts, during the Barnum regime were given 
in St. Louis, with gross receipts of $30,613.76. Barnum, 
on this occasion, delivered a temperance lecture in 
one of the theaters here. It was while in the United 
States that Jenny Lind was married to Otto Gold- 
schmidt, a German pianist, who was living in Boston. 

Jenny Lind was born of impoverished parents at 
Stockholm on Oct. 6, 1820. As a child she sang with 
every step she took and with every jump of her feet. 
She had a cat with a blue ribbon round its neek, and 
to this pet she often sang while seated in a window 
looking out on a much-frequented street. One day, 
when she was 9 years old, the maid of a dancer at the 
Royal Opera passed, and on meeting her mistress, said 
she had never heard anyone sing so beautifully as this 
girl sang for her cat. 

The dancer sent for Jenny, with the result that she 
was entered as a free pupil at the Royal Opera, to be 
taught at the expense of the Swedish Government. 
Her schooling here lasted 10 years. She valued espe- 
cially the training received in the dancing classes. “She 
moved exquisitely,” says the biographer. “Her perfect 
walk, her dignity of pose, her striking uprightness of 
attitude were characteristic of her to the very last; 
and no one can fail to recall how she stood before and 
while she sang. Her grace and lightness of movement 
threw into her acting a charm which was positively 
entrancing.” : 

She sang her first operatic role at the age of 16, and 
won so much popularity that her career was almost 
ruined. She had to sing so often that her voice be- 
came impaired. She went to Paris, to Manuel Garcia, 
the greatest singing teacher of the nineteenth century. 
At his bidding she attempted an air from “Lucia,” and 
broke down in the attempt. Garcia pronounced the 
crushing verdict: “It would be no use to teach you, 
miss: you have no voice left.” 

Her despair touched the teacher, who agreed to hear 
her again after six weeks, if in that time she refrajned 
from singing a single note. The rest did her voice 
good, and Garcia took her as a pupil. At the end of

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10 months the Swedish singer had regained full con- 
trol of her vocal organs. Garcia afterwards said to 
Marchesi: “I do not remember ever having had a more 
attentive, intelligent pupil. Never had I to explain any- 
thing to her twice, but her famous shake cost her no 
end of trouble, and she shed many tears over the first 
air from ‘Lucia.’” 

A most astonishing thing happened—her retirement 
from the operatic stage at the early age of 29! Her 
determination was due, it is said, to the pious exhorta- 
tions of Edward Stanley, an English Bishop. There- 
after she sang only in concert and oratorio. Mendels- 
sohn wrote the soprano part of “Elijah" expressly for 
her. Her reverence for this composer found prac- 
tical expression in the foundation of the Mendelssohn 
Free Scholarships at Leipzig; the first “Mendelssohn 
Scholar” to benefit by the fund was Arthur Sullivan, 
who afterwards delighted two continents with his 
“Mikado” and other operattas. 

Of the profits of her American tour, Miss Lind gave 
$100,000 for benevolent purposes in Sweden, chiefly in 
the endowment of schools. For a few years she taught 
singing at the Royal College of Music in London. Her 
last public appearance was at a charity concert in 
1883. She died Nov. 2, 1887, having held a supreme 
position in the world of song due to the glory of her 
voice, the complete musicianship which distinguished 
her above all her contemporaries, and to the marvel- 
ous skill and conviction of her acting.

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How Virginia Pep, using the sticks of 
her absent brothers, by her own 
efforts built up game which is 
praised by professionals—Her ad- 
vice to the girl who wants to be- 
come expert -O- -O- -0- 


OW a sunburned, wiry young person, 
barely 15 years old, won the women’s 
municipal golf championship at Forest 
Park recently is a rather unusual story. 

It is not only a tale of a child defeat- 
ing skilifvl adults in a game where judg- 
ment and experience count for much. It 
also is a story of youth entering and conquering the 
domain which apparently had belonged to age. 

To win her victory, Virginia Pep had to defeat some 
of the best players in the city. The majority of those 
who played in the finals were adults, and the runner- 
up Was a married woman and a formidzble golfer, who 
once held the same championship herself. 

In what way did the Pep child gain such a mastery 
of golf that even the employes of the municipal golf 
links watch her game with pride, and predict great 
things for the future? 

In the first place, she has been hearing golf nearly 
as far back as she can remember, for Frank and John 
Pep, her brothers, after serving in boyhoad as cad- 
dies, have won a dozen silver cups and rate among 
the best players on the municipal course. 

Virginia had spent many days on the links, watch- 
ing others play, and had been shown by her brothers 
how to hold the clubs, how to stand and how to make 
the strokes, but “didn’t begin to play golf in earnest” 
until two years ago, when both her brothers were in 
the army in France. 

The brothers had left behind them an unusually good 
array of sticks, and the 12-year-old girl (for she only 
became 15 on Sept. 5 last) helped herself to such clubs 
as she wanted and began spending all her spare time 
on the Forest Park course. She did not receive any 
lessons, although some of the professional instructors 
took an interest in her development. 

Steady practice, and determination to become a skill- 
ful player (with the array of silver cups at home as a 
possible stimulant) explain how this self-educated golf- 
er acquired her skill. 

As a youngster she received the nickname of “Bud” 
in recognition of athletic prowess, for she had small 
patience with bean-bag, jack-stones and the skipping 
rope. Instead, when she was 10 and thereabouts, she 
joined her brothers and other children in such manly 
amusements as “duck on the rock,” shinny, baseball 
and football. 

In manner she is decidedly unassuming, and seems 
to feel that anybody who will take the same-pains she 
did will do as well or better. Shy until she has forgot- 
ten herself in a discussion of golf, she then expresses 
her opinions as one who knows her subject. 

Miss Pep is of medium height, has brown eyes and 
hair, the latter bobbed, and gives one the impression of 
being sinewy and alert, without nervousness. An open- 
air life has resulted in such a coat of tan that at first 
glance she looks almost like an Indian, and a comely 
one, too 

She didn’t have to ransack her memory a second, 
when asked to name the kind of shots which she finds 
the hardest. 

“Pitch shots, made with a mashie,”’ she said. “That 
is the shot where you want the ball to go up in the 
air and drop dead, with a little back spin. I always 
slice off on this shot, unless very careful, and usually 
I do then.” 

Her easiest shots, she said, were driving and put- 
ting. She has driven as far as 225 yards. Her best 
score, on the 18-hole course at Forest Park, was 89, 
and people who make it in less than 100 feel that they 
don’t need to be ashamed of their game. 

Now the 18-hole course on the municipal golf links 
is recognized as one of the sportiest in the United 
States. For instance, there are four hazards, one of 
which requires a 130-yard carry for the ball to avoid 
falling into the water. Moreover,¢simply swatting 
the ball for a distance of 130 yards isn't all that is nec- 
essary. For it must be shot a certain way, as many 
a player on the municipal! links has learned to his sor- 
row. 

On the nine-hole course, which is easier and which 
is used mostly by women and beginners, also for the 
women’s tournaments, Miss Pep’s record is 47. She 
says the best work she ever did was at No. 14 hole 
on the longer course, where she made a three. The 
distance is 355 yards. 
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Golf is the best game in the world for women, in the 
opinion of Miss Pep, and she believes that the aston- 
ishing growth of the game’s popularity among women, 
boys and girls in the last few years will continue. 

Asked to summarize the advice she would give to a 
girl about to take up the game of golf, Miss Pep said: 

“I would tell her to keep her eye on the ball. 

“And to take her club up slowly and bring it down 
fast. 

“And to learn how to hold the clubs properly and 
then hold them that way. 

“And when she raised her club, to see that her shoul- 
ders didn’t go along with it. 

“And not to get excited about anything, but to take 
her time and do her best.” 

M. C.\ Malley, caddy master of the Forest Park Golf 
Club, which is an outgrowth of the municipal golf 
links, is one of the _professionals who spea’ with en- 
thusiasm of Virginia Pep’s golfing skill. “She shows 
the best form that I ever saw,” he declared. ‘‘Her 
stance, her swing and all the rest of it are splendid. 
She is on the professional order. I look to see her be- 
come one of the leading golfers of the United S ates.” 

“Although only a youngster, she is a well-seasoned 
player right now,” said W. T. Pendleton, one of ‘he in- 
structors. “She is especially good under trying con- 
ditions.” 

As already mentioned, there_is a brave array of 
trophy cups in the family home at 2905A Union ave- 
nue, among them one which Virginia captured in a div- 
ing contest a year ago. The family name really is 
Peplausky, for the father was of Polish descent. The 
widowed mother of the family has Scotch ancestry, 
which may partly explain the children’s fondness 
for golf. 

John Pep now holds the title of Forest Park Golf 
Club champion, and Frank Pep had it last year. The 
Forest Park enthusiasts are asking whether Virginia 
Pep will capture it next year?

which are exactly like the ordinary sticks, except for 
being shorter and lighter; are being swung every day 
on the municipal links, and it is no unusual sight to 
see a father and mother and two children make a ‘“‘four- 
some” and go around the course, all playing. 

“The proportion of children playing golf on the mu- 
nicipal links has increased several hundred per cent in 
the last five years,” said Malley. “I have watched this 
change and rejoiced. Ten years ago, golf was con- 
sidered an ‘old man’s game.’ You could hardly go to 
a vaudeville show without hearing some wheeze about 
‘cow-pasture pool,’ or other joing allusion. 

‘‘Nowadays, there are many children among the play- 
ers, and their ages range from about 10 years up to 
15 and 16. I believe it is safe to say that on a Sat- 
urday morning, out of a crowd of 500 persons, fully 200 
will be 16 vears old and under. 

“They predominate among the early risers, the peo- 
ple who get here on summer mornings at daybreak for
